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Tennessee Voters 
Render a Service 


Tennessee, the Volunteer State, has 
done the nation a service in retiring 
Kenneth D. McKellar, her irascible and 
for a long time burdensome senior 
senator. 

He was the oldest man in point of 
service and years in the Senate, but that 
was not at all what counted against 
him. His age had nothing at all to do 
with the fact that for more than 20 years 
he had looked upon his Senate seat as 
the personal property of ‘“‘Kaydee”’ Mc- 
Kellar and had used it for persecutions 
and for pork-barrel patronage. 

As chairman of the important and 
vital appropriations committee, he had 
allowed his own vanity and petty pride 
to delay and obstruct matters of impor- 
tance. He was a long-time foe of TVA 
and when at last he saw it was ac- 
cepted, he sought to make it a vehicle 
for patronage and politics and it was 
with great difficulty that the Authority 
was saved from destrtction. 

In his place will be Rep. Albert 
Gore, a progressive young man with 
vision and courage. The change will be 
a happy one. 

His defeat means that Georgia’s Sen. 
Walter F. George will be the ranking 
senator in seniority and that junior 
Sen. Richard B. Russell will be the third 
such member in rank. They will head 
their important committees if the Demo- 
crats are returned to power with the 
election of Governor Stevenson. Both 
will be expected to retain their present 
committee posts, Senator George of fi- 
nance and Senator Russell of the armed 
services. Senator George, if the Demo- 
crats win, almost surely will have added 
to his list of honors that of president 


pro tem of the Senate.

In Tennessee’s gubernatorial race, 
incumbent Gov. Gordon Browning was 
defeated for renomination by Ed Crump- 
backed Frank G. Clement. Governor 
Browning’s enemies. seized on his an- 
nouncement of Tennessee’s vote against 
seating Virginia in the recent Demo- 
cratic primary and used it against him. 
But it was of secondary importance as 
Browning's defeat had been anticipated 
before the convention. It was purchase 
of a hotel adjacent to state capitol prop- 
erty, with consequent bailing out of the 
bondholders, all friends of the adminis- 
tration, which had kept the Browning 
campaign in difficulty and made it al- 
most sure of defeat. The vote against 
Virginia was just another thong added 
to the lash being used against him. 

For veteran Ed Crump, who lost to 
3rowning and Kefauver in the last pri- 
nary, the victory over Browning was 
ynne he will cherish. But he also backed 
senator McKellar with even more fervor 
and he lost here. The results in no 
wise are a vindication of Crump or an 
indication of his strength. If he had 
been in control, Albert Gore, too, 
would have been defeated along with 
3rowning.

We need more severe legislation, but 
we can proceed with profit with what 
we have.

Russia Is Winning 


Its Propaganda War 


“There are increasing expressions of 
anti-American feeling in many parts of 
the world. Despite our generosity, it 
seems we are becoming more and more 
misunderstood. 

Anti-American feeling is finding in- 
creased expression in Britain and West- 
ern Europe. The Iranians are demand- 
ing that we get out. 

Who is to blame? 

Part of it lies, of course, in the suc- 
- eess of Kremlin propaganda. In the 
cold war struggle, the Soviet has de- 


veloped its “Hate America” campaign 
into a fine art. Thousands of agents are 
being trained to propagandize this cam- 
paign of lies. They are being planted 
in every country. Radio Moscow and 
Kremlin pamphlets are sowing doubt 
about American motives in every land. 
We are the major target. 

The Kremlin is spending an esti- 
mated $3,000,000,000 a year on its 
propaganda and psychological warfare 
program. Their experts in propaganda, 
subversion and deceit are destroying the 
effectiveness of many of our aid pro- 
grams. 

And yet Congress cut the current 
appropriation for the United States 
propaganda program to $85,000,000, ap- 
proximately one-eleventh of the amount 
the Soviet is spending to spread its lies 
about the United States. 

Our psychological warfare is inept, 
inadequate, and unable to do even a 
half-way job of counteracting the con- 
stant Soviet barrage. 

It would be much cheaper to meet 
the Soviet challenge for the minds of 
men on their own grounds rather than 
to adopt a permanent policy of grants 
and gifts for which we get little credit 
from the people we are aiding. 


The GIs Put on 
Crusaders’ Clothing 


In days of old, knights were made 
bolder by the armor that they wore. 
Sheathed in mail from head to toe, they 
went forth to brave the lance, the sword 
and the arrows flying from the cross- 
bows of the adversary. 

Came 1346 A. D., the battle of Crecy 
and the use of gunpowder and warriors 
began to shed their boilerplate. The 
emphasis was on mobility. 

Medern warfare has developed char- 
acteristics that are turning us back to 
the Middle Ages. On the battlefront 
these days the air is full of flying ob- 
jects other than high-velocity bullets. 
There are fragments from shells, pieces 
of grenades and the debris kicked up by 
both. Their powerful wallop can be 
absorbed by use of protective devices. 

That fact was recognized in 1914- 
1918 when the nations in World War I 
put helmets on their soldiers. 

With the same purpose, the armed 
services of the United States have taken 
a leaf from the past. Indeed, they have 
taken several leaves or laminations of 
nylon and fiber glass and made an ar- 
mored vest. 

This vest has been under test in Ko- 
rea for several months. 

Reports on its use indicate that this 
mailed jacket, more stuffy than stylish, 
has stopped: (1) .45-caliber.bullets fired 
point-blank, (2) slugs fired from a .50- 
caliber submachine gun, (3) grenade 
fragments at three feet and (4) mortar 
shell fragments at 10 feet. 

A story out of Seoul, Korea, has the 
officers who supervised the tests saying 
general use of the vests could reduce 
chest and abdomen wounds by 60 per 
cent, the number of fatal chest wounds 
by 35 per cent and all battle deaths by 
10 to 20 per cent. 

Green troops, they say, object to the 
equipment as “heavy, bulky and hot.” 
But the attitude of the seasoned trooper 
is reflected by the case of the soldier 
who put on thgee vests, two around his 
middie and one on his head. Then he 
got hit in the arm. 

Beth the Army and the Marines are 
trying out armored jackets. The Army 
model, made of 12 layers of laminated 
nylon, weighs 8 pounds and costs $110 
on a limited production basis. The Ma- 
rine type, of woven fiber glass and 
nylon, weighs 734 pounds and costs $45. 

Here, as in many instances, we don’t 
see why the two services can’t get to- 
gether for the benefit of the soldier and 
of the taxpayer. We hope they will. 

At any rate, it looks as if the knight 
in shining armor who stormed the 
walled city of Acre will have his 20th 
Century counterpart in GI coat of mail. 

And more protection to the lad, for 
now as then he is the power that turns 
the tide of battle.

Days Are Over 


WASHINGTON—How far President Tru- 
man will go in discussing campaign issues 
with Gov. Adlai Stevenson in their ‘forthcom- 
ing White House luncheon conference next 
week has not been disclosed. Cabinet mem- 
bers will sit in on this session with the 
Democratic presidential candidate. 


But the President does have a respon- 
sibility — from which his pretended role of 
ee “private in the ranks” 
cannot excuse him — to 
stress to Governor Ste- 
venson the responsibility 
which the Democratic 
candidate is assuming ree 
lating to the party’s rec- 
ord and program. And it 
is a serious and heavy 
one. 

This is a responsibility 
to the people as a whole, 
aside from _ politics, . to 
carry forward vigorously, on all fronts, the 
fight to hold the gains made by the Ameri- 
can people in the New Deal-Fair Deal re- 
gimes of the last 20 years. It might be said 
this is axiomatic. But it is not. 


For not only are some of these gains 
under serious threat. Beyond that, the pe- 
culiar circumstances of this election and the 
atmosphere in which it is held encourage a 
‘soft’? attitude toward what President Tru- 
man calls ‘‘the special interests.’’ The lat- 
ter have involved themselves deeply in this 
election in what they see as a golden oppor- 
tunity. They are seeking to capture both 
parties. 

As for the peculiar circumstances and 
atmosphere, it may be said, first, that an 
era admittedly is over—the rough-and-tum- 
ble, no-holds-barred reform period, which 
was necessary to catch the country up with 
the 20th Century. That produced two rugged 
characters, Franklin D. Roosevelt and Harry 
S. Truman, who had the courage and stam- 
ina to fight and fight hard for essential 
changes. They likewise had the ability, ex- 
ercised in different ways, to arouse the pub- 
lic to their support. Adlai Stevenson is still 
a different sort of character. He now is 
about to meet his test in his own way. 


In the second place, because of what 
looks like a hard and close contest, with 
stiff battling for nearly every state, groups 
of various sorts, including powerful eco- 
nomic interests, will occupy a strategic bal- 
ance-of-power position—and you may expect 
campaign money to enforce their claims. 


In the third place, it is beginning to look 
as if Republicans are going to put emore 
emphasis on the personality of their war- 
hero candidate than on putting forward a 
constructive program of their own. They 
will depend on him to mesmerize the multi- 
tudes, without committing himself too 
clearly. He has proved himself appallingly 
ignorant of issues, according to reports of 
trained observers who have followed his 
course closely thus far. 


The sort of personality, say-little, carry- 
water-on-both-shoulders campaign naturally 
will tempt the Democrats to refrain from 
pushing too hard on touchy issues that might 
possibly lose votes with this or that interest 
and thus be decisive in a close election. 
With both sides seeking anxiously not to 
offend, the result could be a sham battle in 
a vacuum, with the people the losers.

His Crowd Appeal? 


WASHINGTON—What the meaning of it 
may be is too early to say yet, but the rela- 
tively small crowd attracted by General 
Dwight Eisenhower at Los Angeles the other 
day in his first public address since captur- 
ing the Republican presidential nomination 
a month ago, is enough to bring consterna- 
tion to the hearts of his political managers. 

It was a spectacle that finds few equals, 
if any, in the annals of modern American 
political history. According to the Associated 

Press, the crowd that 
turned out to hear the 
general was variously es- 
timated at between 10,- 
000 and 16,000. The fact 
that the stage setting for 
the speech was the vast 
103,000 capacity Los An- 
geles Coliseum is evi- 
dence enough that his 
managers expected a 
much greater outpouring. 
Obviously there were not 
enough people on hand to give more than a 
sprinkling of attendance. 

It must have been a disappointing experi- 
ence both to General Ike and his sponsors. 
Reports of the meeting tell how his voice 
was echoed back to him from the thousands 
upon thousands, of empty seats. Even the 
presence on the platform with him of his 
running mate, Senator Richard Nixon, who 
comes from the Los Angeles area, was in- 
sufficient to attract a greater turnout. 

Ordinarily a major party presidential 
candidate, making his first important speech 
after receiving the nomination, can be 
counted on to fill any convention hall in a 
big city. Large crowds, as a rule, are at- 
tracted out of curiosity, if nothing else. Peo- 
ple like to see and hear a man who is run- 
ning for president. 

Several explanations have been offered of 
the small attendance. Eisenhower aides, 
while making no effort to conceal their dis- 
appointment, have suggested that it might

be due to the television and radio influence. - 


The speech was both televised and broad- 
cast. For another thing, it is pointed out that 
it came at an early hour, conflicting with 
many people’s dinner. 

Perhaps we will not be able to tell the full 
meaning of the Los Angeles affair until Gen- 
eral Eisenhower has been given an oppor- 
tunity to make further public appearances in 
the role of a candidate. Then, also, it will 
be necessary to judge him by the audiences 
Governor Adlai Stevenson -of Illinois is able 
to command as the Democratic nominee. 

But crowds are not always an accurate 
barometer of public favor. Governor Alfred 
E. Smith of New York attracted some of the 
greatest crowds in American political his- 
tory when he was the Democratic candidate 
for president in 1928, only to lose the elec- 
tion by a landslide. The same was true of 
William Jennings Bryan during the three 


‘times he was the Democratic nominee. He 


also was defeated on each try.

Atlanta Division, in Former Garage, 


Is Expanding Its F ield of Usefulness 


The Atlanta Division, University of Geor- 
gia, probably is the only school housed in a 
former automobile parking garage which 
will offer courses this fall leading to the 
master’s degree. If adequate research ma- 
terial were at hand, it might be possible to 
state that the Atlanta Di~ ssi eeesticsiays 
vision—which is hitting on °*y Begs 
at least 16 cylinders—is 
the only sehool in the na- 
tion operating in a park- 
ing garage. 

That the Atlanta Divi- je" 
sion is moving: is quite | =: 
evident upon examination 
of some of the facts at 
hand, namely: 

1. It is pushing for first 
place in enrollment in the 
ranks of the schools in the University Sys- 
tem. In fact, by one measure of enrollment 
the child has almost outgrown its parent at 
Athens. The report of the Board of Regents 
of the University System for the school year 
1950-51 shows that the Atlanta Division had 
a cumulative enrollment of 5,910, as com- 
pared to 6,067 for Athens. Georgia Tech 
had 5.174. When these cumulative figures 
are adjusted on the basis of full-time stu- 
dents, the Atlanta Division comes up with 
an average enrollment of 3,265; Athens, 
4,886: Tech, 3,843. 

9. A $2,300,000 building is in the immedi- 
ate future of the Atlanta institution. Con- 
tracts will be let this coming fall for the 
building, an air-conditioned plant to rise at 
the corner of Courtland and Gilmer Sts. 
This structure will be a far cry from the 


parking garage, but only a faint whisper 
from Five Points, making the college a true 
downtown university. 

3. The Atlanta Division, through its 
unique combination of schooling and employ- 
ment, offers a college education for prac- 
tically any high school graduate who wants 
one. Dr. George M. Sparks, director of the 
Atlanta Division, each spring dispatches a 
letter to each high school superintendent in 
the state. Dr. Sparks tells the superintend- 
ents that if they have any students who wish 
an education but lack the money, to send 
them to him, that he’ll get them a job and 
get them the education. The division last 
year had students from 450 Georgia high 
schools. 

The master’s program mentioned at the 
outset of this summation will be-offered this 
fall in conjunction with the University at 
Athens. The degree will be in the field of 
business administration, the dominant cur- 
riculum feature of the Atlanta Division. The 
Atlanta school offers BA degrees in busi- 
ness administration and in nursing educa- 
tion. The master’s work will be its first 
venture into this advanced field. Liberal 
arts courses also are offered at the Atlanta 
Division. A student may put in three years 
at the school and then go on to Athens for 
the final year and the BA degree. 

In the few short years since it was the 
Georgia Evening College, the Atlanta Divi- 
sion has come a long, long way. It con- 
tinues to offer night schooling—along with 
the day—it’s still in the parking garage, but 
the only thing parked is the building and the 
school plans to move out of that.

Before 
and during World War II it was Florida 
State College for Women. Briefly, right 
after the war, it was TBUF (Tallahassee 
Branch University of Florida). Then, to 
FSU, and slowly to a spot on the {foot- 
ball map. They are saying, in a few more 
years you won't be asking where'bouts 
on the map. 

The story of FSU and football could 
have happened, in this day, only like it 
did. For a place in the gridiron sun is 
not easily come by now. Query the few 
dozen colleges who have quit the game 
the last two years. 

The tale begins, through no coinci- 
_ dence, when Don Veller came to Talla- 

ates hassee town to take over as FSU’s head 
McGrotha coach in 1948. Year before, there had 
been a noble, futile effort in football—five games lost, none won. 


In four full seasons since 1947, FSU has not lost, all told, as 
many as it did that first 0-5 year. 

As though a wand was waved, the school that a couple of years 
before not only had no football players, but no boys onthe campus, 
started hitting the jackpot. Under Veller’s touch, the team went 7-1 
in 1948, 9-1 in 1949, 8-0 in 1950, 6-2 in 1951. That undefeated 1950 | 
season was the first perfect campaign chalked by a white coilege 
eieven for a full season in Florida history. 

It was an earthly miracle wrought by hard work and bitter heads- 
butting. Returning GI’s gave the initial Veller teams a big lift, help-

Some of Georgia’s drought-ridden citizens who 
have been praying for rain raised Old Ned en 
masse when the first downpour they have seen all 
summer resulted in the postponefment of the 
GACA’s 11th annual all-Star football game Friday 
night at Grant Field. 

A crowd of several hundred, outraged over what 
they considered unnecessary postponement of the 
game until Saturday afternoon, converged angrily 
on the Tech athletic office where they went in 
search of Georgia Athletic Coaches Association 
officials to demand their money back. 


A hard, drenching rain had started about 7:30 
but quit just about 8 o’clock, which was game time. 


spectacular fashion. But he was Officials conferred at some length and then an- 


nounced over the PA system that the game had 
been postponed until Saturday at 3 p. m.. 

The announcement drew a large boo from the 
crowd of several thousand, and many of them 
—some who had traveled as far as 300 miles to 
see the game—began the trek to the athletic 
ticket office. No GACA officials were there but 
that did not keep some in the disgruntled crowd 
from crying the postponement and demanding 
their money back from no one in particular. 

Patrolman Roger Bagwell was the first police- 
man to arrive after the rush on the athletic of- 
fices began. He got hold of the fellow he con- 
sidered the ‘‘agitator’’ of the movement and 
hustled him off down the street, then put in a 
call for police squad cars. 


SPECTATORS ANGRY, INDIGNANT 
OVER ALL-STAR POSTPONEMENT 


Police Chief Herbert Jenkins and Capt. E. O. 
Mullen were in the neighborhood and rushed to 
the scene along with about a dozen detective and 
patrol cars to help disperse the crowd. 


No arrests were made, but Chief Jenkins de- 
scribed the situation as ‘‘extremely tense,’’ and 
intimated that officials ‘‘bungled’’ when they 
decided upon the postponement because many of 
the fans had converged here from far-flung 
points to watch boys from their own home towns. 


Chief plaint from fans from other towns was | 


that they could not stay overnight and that they 
could not afford to pay several dollars ‘‘not to 
see a ball game’’ when it was unnecessary to 
postpone it. (Tickets have this notation: ‘‘In evert 
of rain August 7 or 8, this game will be played 
August 9, 1952—No refunds.) 


Sid Scarborough, city schools’ athletic di-. 
rector, said, ‘‘The field was in no condition for 
play. I walked across it, nearly ankle deep in 
water. Tech does us a great service in not 
charging us for the use of the field. They spent 
thousands of dollars getting it in shape, and we 
would have been ingrates to play under such 
conditions and completely ruin it. The superin- 
tendent of grounds recommended that it not be 
played.”’ 

Dwight Keith, executive secretary of the spon- 
soring GACA, said the field was in no condition 
for play, and that tickets plainly state the game 
will be played Saturday in event of rain.
